It  is  doing  this  at  great  ex¬ 
pense,  and,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  doors 
of  the  Carnegie  Institute  are  closed  to  it,  it 
will  continue  to  bring  the  Salon  to  Pittsburg 
from  year  to  j^ear  and  will  show  it  absolutely 
free.  It  will  continue  to  request  space  in  the 
Galleries  of  the  Carnegie  Institute  in  the 
regular  way  and  if  refused  will  rent  suitable 
quarters  for  the  exhibition. 
mt  will  do  this  without  patrons  or  outside 
financial  assistance  of  any  kind  and  hopes 
that  the  people  will  appreciate  its  efforts  and 
enjo}"  its  exhibitions.
